Replicator  was  the  first  horse  to 
carry  the  Tattersalls  racing  colours  to 
victory  (at  Kembla  Grange)  and  the 
first  stakeswinner  to  carry  them  to 
victory.  Replicator  will  now  carry  the 
Tattersalls  racing  colours  through  his 
racing  career  -  ensuring  Tattersalls 
Club  continues  to  be  represented  at 
major  carnivals  throughout  the  year.

The  Aussie  Masters  Swimming 
Championships  were  held  in  Hobart 
at  the  end  of  March.  Eight  Tatts 
swimmers  headed  to  Hobart  to 
compete.

and  3rd  in  the  1 00  freestyle,  John 
Harvey  who  finished  1  st  in  the  400m 
freestyle,  2nd  in  the  200m  freestyle 
and  3rd  in  the  50  and  1 00m  freestyle, 
and  Peter  Thiel  who  finished  1st  in 
the  800m  freestyle  and  1 00m 
breastroke,  2nd  In  the  50  freestyle 
and  200  breastroke  and  3rd  in  the 
1 00m  freestyle. 

The  team  of  Alan  Brown,  Peter 
Joseph,  Rod  Austin  and  Peter  Gibson 
won  the  240+  age  group  In  both  the 
4  X  50m  Medley  relay  and  the  4  x 
50m  Freestyle  relay.  Mick  Gillis,  John 
Harvey,  Grant  Peters  and  Peter  Thiel 
managed  to  break  the  national  record 
for  the  1 60+  age  group  4  x  50 
Freestyle  relay  record  by  almost  a 
second,  with  the  old  mark  standing 
for  almost  1 6  years.  Tatts  now  holds 
the  National  Record  for  both  the  160+ 
and  the  120+  4  x  50  Freestyle  relays. 


OCEAN  SWIMS 

A  gaggle  of  Tatts  swimmers  entered 
the  Shark  Island  Classic  on  13  March

A  new  1 1  km  swim  from 
Blues  Point  to  Manly  wharf  was  held 
on  the  same  day  as  the  Cronulla 
swim  this  year.  Peter  Thiel  ended  up 
swimming  the  race  solo  after  the 
team  he  was  entered  in  was  forced 
out  of  the  race  at  the  last  minute  due 
to  a  mechanical  failure  on  the  support 
boat. 

The  Balmoral  Swim  was  back  again 
this  year,  and  Tatts  members 
including  Alex  Pope,  Richard  Jagger, 
Peter  Thiel,  Mick  Gillis  and  Callum 
MacLeod  were  in  attendance.  Peter 
Thiel  ended  up  9th  overall  and  2nd  in 
his  age  group,  Mick  Gillis  was  13th 
overall  and  6th  in  his  age  group,  and 
Richard  Jagger  was  1 7th  overall  and 
2nd  in  his  age  group.  The  real  race, 
however,  between  Alex  Pope  and 
Callum  MacLeod  was  won  by  Alex 
Pope,  who  then  backed  up  in  the 
relay,  knocking  Callum  off  again  over 
the  shorter  200m  distance.  The  relay 
team  of  Richard  Jagger,  Alex  Pope, 
Peter  Thiel  and  Rob  Gillespie 
managed  to  just  beat  containing  Tatts 
members  Callum  MacLeod  and  Mick 
Gillis  to  take  out  the  relay  category. 

Tattersalls  won  the  South  Head 
Rough  Water  Swim,  a  race  that  takes 
swimmers  11km  from  Bondi  Beach  to 
Watson’s  Bay.  With  the  assistance  of 
John  Tierney  who  donated  his  boat 
and  captaincy  for  the  day,  and  with 
the  guidance  of  James  Crook  who 
paddled  for  the  team,  Tattersalls  took 
out  the  race  for  the  fourth  year 


running.  A  second  team  of  Luke 
Morgan,  Phil  Reichelt,  Ben*Dillon  and 
Jonathan  Papalia  also  had  a  good 
race,  with  Alex  Pope  steering  the 
boat,  and  Tom  Nolan  paddling  (before 
the  rough  conditions  sent  him  home). 
Michael  Ward  and  Alex  Thorpe  also 
swam  the  race  in  other  teams. 
Brendan  Maher  took  on  the  race  solo, 
however  the  rough  conditions  and 
blue  bottles  ended  his  campaign. 

The  Mollymook  swim  attracted  a  few 
Tatts  members,  and  in  relatively  calm 
conditions,  Shaun  Clyne  finished  9th 
overall,  James  Crooke  39th  overall, 
and  Justin  Clyne  113th  overall. 

Once  more  the  Byron  swim  marked 
the  end  of  the  NSW  ocean  swim 
calendar.  Meeting  up  a  couple  of 
days  before  the  race,  Tatts  made  sure 
it  gave  plenty  of  support  to  the 
swim’s  main  sponsor  -  the  Byron 
Beach  Hotel.  With  over  1250  entrants 
this  year,  the  swim  continues  to  get 
bigger  and  bigger.  Peter  Thiel  finished 
up  best  of  the  Tatts  boys  with  1  st  in 
his  age  group,  and  20th  overall, 
followed  by  Shaun  Clyne  43rd  overall, 
and  Richard  Jagger  69th  overall  and 
2nd  in  his  age  group.
